"The emu is a large bird, half the 


size of un ostrich," says Lee S. Cran- 
dall, curator of birds in the New York 
zoological park, writing of "The Trou- 
bles, of Father Emu" in Boys' Life. 
"It is found only in Australia, where 
there is also a closely related bird— 
the cassowary. The wings are rudi- 
mentary, so that the bird is unable 
to ily. 
But it does not suffer from 


this lack, for its strong legs enable 
it to run with great speed and agility. 
In fact, the emu is hard to catch and 
a clangorous opponent when cornered, 
for it is as elusive as an eel and can 
kick with tremendous force. 
When 


engaged in combat it leaps high in the 
uir, and launches a triphammer blow 
strong enough to send a heavy man 
head over heels. 


"The feathers are loose and hair- 


like, with much the same consistency 
as dried seaweed. 
Each feather ap- 


pears to be double, for the after shaft, 
a small feather which accompanies the 
main feather 
In some birds, here 


reaches an unusual size. In spite of 
its apparent inefficiency, however, the 
plumage is quite waterproof, and the 
emu 
can endure almost unlimited 


amounts of rain, snow and cold with- 
out discomfort. 


"The voice of the emu is a resonant 


boom. In the male it is a rapid, com- 
paratively light tiittuo. 
The female 


possesses n large air sac, which hangs 
down below the chest, and with this 
she makes, at short intervals, a sound 
like the slow beating 
of

drum. 


These notes, with variations, are used 
for all vocal purposes, including court- 
ship.

But it does not suffer from 
this lack, for its strong legs enable 
it to run with great speed and agility. 
In fact, the emu is hard to catch and 
a dangerous opponent when cornered, 
for it is as elusive as an eel and can 
kick with tremendous force.

HARVESTING SOY BEAN CROP BY MACHINERY i 


View Showing the Thrashing of Soy Beans and Baling the Straw in North 


Carolina Field. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


With the widely increased popular- 


ity of the soy bean the harvest of the 
crop has gained markedly in impor- 
tance in practically every section of 
the country. According to specialists 
the fact that practical and satisfactory 
bean harvesters are now on the mar- 
ket at comparatively reasonable prices 
and are efficient for harvesting the 
crap either when grown under level 
or ridged-row methods of cultivation, 
greatly increases the value of this 
crop not only as a forage for live 
stock, but also for human food pur- 
poses. 


The most common type of special 


Iqnn harvester i« n. two-wheeled, box- 
like machine which is drawn by two 
horses. As the machine passes over 
the row of plants four sets of rapidly 
revolving arms shatter the bcons from 
the pods into the body of the har- 
vester. 
While the machine moves; 


along the row the seed is gradually 
raked to the renr of the box by one of 
the operators. 
Under favorable condi- 


tions two men with a team can har- 
vest—and harvesting means cutting 
and thrashing the crop in one opera- 
tion—one acre of beans in two hours 
by this method where the yield is 
about 20 bushels to the acre. Although 
there is some loss of beans it is more 
than compensated by the saving of 
time and labor as compared with har- 
ves-ting in other ways. 


If the plants are not too coarse the 


self-binder can also be used to good 
advantage in the harvest of the taller 
growing varieties of beans. This meth- 
od is gaining favor rapidly in many 
sections, as the average grower owns 
a grain hinder, while, as a rule, unless 
he intends to produce soy beans as a 
regular rotation crop it will not pay 
him individually to purchase a special 
bean harvester. 
But where several 


farmers in the neighborhood can co- 
operatively buy this equipment such 
procedure is commendable. For the 
best results, where the grain binder 
isoico'l, the plants should be cut while 
some of the leaves are still retained 
as then the harvesting is easier and 
no loss results from shattering. 


Mowing Machine Used. 


Tho mowing machine is also used to 


a considerable extent in saving the 
soy-bean crop. 
Generally where this 


implement is used it is advisanle to 
have a side-delivery attachment, in 
order that the horses will not trample 
on the swath of cut beans.

where such an appliance is not avail- 
able, a man can follow 'the machine 
with a pitchfork and remove the plants 
at every round out of the way o' the

wasted. The shelf-rake reaper, which 
really is a mowing machine provided 
with a bunching attachment, gives sat- 
isfactory results, ns it harvests the 
crop without exposing it to injury. 


When cut with a mowing machine or 


with a self-rake reaper, the beans may 
be raked in small piles or placed in 
amall shocks. These piles or shocks 
should be left for four or five days 
in good drying weather or until the 
grain Is found to be fairly dry in the 
pods. 
Wet weather does not injure 


the crop seriously, provided the plants 
are not allowed to rest on the ground 
for any length of time. 


Where a binder Is used the bound 


bundles should be shocked eight or ten 
to a shock and allowed to remain until 
thoroughly dry. Hay caps are not nec- 
essary when the piles or bundles are 
shocked properly. They may remain 
!n the field until thrashing time or if 
thoroughly dry they may be housed 
and thrashed later. The cured plants 
aic ordinarily gathered from the field 
by hand, but'the web loader commonly 
used foi 
'Ving will do the work mo>e 


rapidly and with less loss of seed than 
the hand methods.

WASH KEEPS RABBITS AWAY 


Formula Suggested by D. A. Gilchrist 


of Biological Survey as Protec- 


tion for Trees. 


The following formula is suggested 


by D. A. Gilchrist, United States bio- 
logical survey as an effective tree 
wash for protection against rabbits, 
enemies of young fruit trees: 


Dissolve one ounce of strychnine sul- 


phate in three quarts of boiling water 
and add one-half pint of laundry 
starch, previously dissolved in one 
pint of cold water. Boil thi=! mixture 
until it becomes a clear paste. 
Add 


oilJ ounce of glycerine and stir thor- 
oughly. 
When sufficiently cool, apply 


to trunks of trees, with a paint brush. 
Rabbits that gnaw the bark will be 
killed before the tree is injured. 


Note: It is probable that one-half 


pint of molasses may be substituted 
for one ounce of glycerine.

Drainage Ditches Should Be Provided 


Between Rows to Carry Off 


Excess Moisture. 


Select a well-elevated plot of ground 


on which to plant fruit trees. If tho 
water table is too close to the surface 
the land must be plowed in such a way 
that it will be ridged up to provide 
drainage in order to keep the roots of 
the'fruit trees from standing in the 
water. 
Drainage ditches should be 


provided between the rows of the 
trees. If the trees are planted on up- 
land clay they should be planted to 
the same depth that they stood in the 
nursery. If the soil is light or sandy 
they should be planted two inches 
deeper. Be sure to buy from reliable 
nurseries. It Is a waste of labor, tin-.p 
and money to plant diseased trees 01 
varieties not suited to the locality ii 
which they are to be grown.

Straw Makes Good Feed. 


The straw obtained from thrashing 


the soy bean for seed is a valuable 
feed for all kinds of stock. In many 
sections the straw '.s baled at the 
time of thrashing and sold m the im- 
mediate locality to Inerjmen, dairy- 
men, 
and stock feeders. 


As soy-bean seed spoils easily, if 


not properly handled, care should be 
exercised in curing and storing. After 
the beans are thrashed they should 
be watched carefully to avoid heat- 
ing and molding. 
When thoroughly 


dry there is no such danger The best 
plan, perhaps, is to spread the seeds 
out 
on a

HARVESTING SOY BEAN CROP BY MACHINERY 
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View Showing the Thrashing of Soy Beans and Baling the Straw in North 


Carolina Field, 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


With the widely Increased popular­ 
ity of the soy bean the harvest of the 
crop has gained markedly }n impor­ 
tance in practically every section of 
the country. According to specialists 
the fact that practical and satisfactory 
bean harvesters are now on the mar­ 
ket at comparatively reasonable prices 
anil are efficient for harvesting the 
crop either when grown under level 
or ridged-row methods of cultivation, 
greatly increases the value of this 
crop not only as a forage for live 
stock, but also for human food pur­ 
poses. 


The most common type of special 
bqnn harvester is a two-wheeled, box­ 
like machine which is drawn by two 
horses. 
As the machine passes over 
the row of plants four sets of rapidly 
revolving arms shatter the beans from 
the pods into the body of the har­ 
vester. 
While the machine moves 
along the row the seed is gradually 
raked to the rear of the box by one of 
the operators. 
Under favorable condi­ 
tions two men with a team can har­ 
vest—and harvesting means cutting 
and thrashing the crop in one opera­ 
tion—one acre of beans in two hours 
by this method where the yield is 
about 20 bushels to the acre. Although 
there is some loss of beans it is more 
than compensated by the saving of 
time and labor as compared with har- 
vesting in other ways. 


If the plants are not too coarse the 
self-biiuler can also be used to good 
advantage in the harvest of the taller 
growing varieties of beans. This meth­ 
od is gaining favor rapidly in many 
sections, as the average grower owns 
a grain binder, while, as a rule, unless 
he intends to produce soy beans as a 
regular rotation crop it will not pay 
him individually to purchase a special 
bean harvester. 
But where several 
farmers in the neighborhood can co­ 
operatively buy this equipment such 
procedure is commendable. 
For the 
best results, where the grain binder 
is «used, the plants should be cut while 
some of the leaves are still retained 
as then the harvesting is easier and 
no loss results from shattering. 


Mowing Machine Used. 


The mowing machine is also used to 
a considerable extent in saving the 
soy-bean crop. 
Generally where this 
implement is used it is advisable to 
have a side-delivery attachment, in 
order that the horses will not trample 
on the swath of cut beans. However.

where such an appliance is not avail- 
able, a man can follow 'the machine 
with a pitchfork and remove the plants 
at every round out of the way oi the 
team, for if trampled upon many of 
the seeds will 
be 
shelled out and 
wasted. The shelf-rake reaper, which 
really is a mowing machine provided 
with a bunching attachment, gives sat­ 
isfactory results, as It harvests the 
crop without exposing it to injury. 


When cut with a mowing machine or 
with a self-rake reaper, the beans may 
be raked In small piles or placed in 
small Shocks. 
These piles or shocks 
shoujd be left for four or five days 
In good drying weather or until the 
grain is found to be fairly dry in the 
pods. 
Wet weather does not injure 
the crop seriously, provided the plants 
are not allowed to rest on the ground 
for any length of time. 


Where a binder is used the bound 
bundles should be shocked eight or ten 
to a shock and allowed to remain until 
thoroughly dry. Hay caps are not nee- 


fully, but as equipped for small grains 
a large percentage of cracked beans 
will result, 
The chief cause of split 
beans is the high speed of the cylinder, 
which should be reduced at least one- 
half, although the speed of the fans 
and other parts of the %separator 
should be maintained. 
This m:;y be 
accomplished by doubling the sire of 
both cylinder pulleys. In some cases 
a special set of thin concaves is used, 
while in other instances some of the 
concaves are removed. 
Good judg­ 
ment on the part of the tlirasheman 
will enable him to adjust the ordinary 
separator so that the beans may be 
thrashed with little splitting. 
Some 
manufacturers have special pea and 
bean hulling attachments for grain 
separators, which are said to do satis­ 
factory work. These attachments mar 
be added to the ordinary separator at 
small cost. 


Special pea and bean separators of 
different sizes are now on the market 
These types of machines do clean hull­ 
ing and split practically none of the 
beans. 
Undoubtedly 
such 
separa­ 
tors are more satisfactory and eco­ 
nomical where a considerable acreage 
of beans is grown. 
In sections where 
there is extensive seed production, in­ 
vestment in such a machine by the 
community would be profitable. 
Soy 
beans, if thoroughly dry, can easily b6 
thrashed with a flail. 
In only a small 
acreage—an acre or so—this method 
is practicable and economical. 
In a 
few* sections a corn shredder has been 
used to advantage. * If properly cured 
and dried, the beans shell out readily 
with this machine. 


Straw Makes Good Feed. 


The straw obtained from thrashing 
the soy bean for seed is a valuable 
feed for all kinds of stock. In many 
sections the straw is baled at the 
time of thrashing and sold in the im­ 
mediate locality to liverymen, dairy­ 
men, and stock feeders. 


As soy-bean seed spoils easily, if 
not properly handled, care should be 
exercised in curing and storing. After 
the beans are thrashed they should 
be watched carefully to avoid heat­ 
ing and molding.

Formula Suggested by D, A. Gilchrist 
of Biological Survey as Protec­ 
tion for Trees. 


The following formula Is suggested 
by D. A. Gilchrist, United States bio­ 
logical survey as an effective tree 
wash fgr protection against rabbits, 
enemies of young fruit trees: 


Dissolve 6ne ounce of strychnine sul­ 
phate in three quarts of boiling water 
and add one-hajf pint of laundry 
¿tarch, previously dissolved in one 
pint of cold water. Boil this mixture 
until it becomes a clear paste. 
Add 
oiUi ounce of glycerine and stir thor­ 
oughly. 
When sufficiently cool, apply 
to trunks of trees, with a paint brush. 
Rabbits that gnaw the bark will be 
killed before the tree is injured. 


Note: 
It is probable that one-half 
pint of molasses may be substituted 
for one ounce of glycerine.

The discovery of Doctor Dandy Is 
the result of a long series of experi­ 
ments on animals. 


Fluid That Feeds tha Brain. 


In trnch hemisphere of the brain 
there is a large ventricle or chamber 
connectijig with an elaborate system 
of channels filled with a fluid pro- 
ducei apparently by one of the glands 
and delivered to the br;iin through 
the spine. This fluid passes slowly to 


the surface of the brain, there to be 
absorbed by the brain tissue, and it 
might be described as the fluid cn 
which the brain feeds. 


An excess of this fluid Js known as 
hydrocephalus, or water on the brain. 
Doctor Dandy has discovered that it 
frequently 
follows 
a 
tumor 
which 
blocks the passage of the fluid. 
Na­ 
ture provides but one method of dis­ 
posing of it, absorption. 
When that 
is prevented by a tumor, the fluid col­ 
lects and presses against the brain, 
destroying it. Sometimes patients will 
live for years as imbeciles. 


Trials So Far Successful. 


Tn every enso where it has been 
used the method has been successful 
In locating tumors and other brain ob­ 
structions within 
a 
hair's 
breadth. 
One of the most remarkable features 
of the discovery is that it is must efll- 
cacious when only a local anesthetic 
is used. 
It was discovered that the 
patient felt no ill effects and was able | 
to give assistance to the surgeon.

Dandy a patient was operated on half 
u du/.en times for a tumor of the brain 
without success. 
Doctor Dandy used 
his process and located the tumor, 
which was removed from a point not 
considered by diagnosticians.

Post Office Nerves. 


According to the testimony of some 


hospital authorities, "post office nerves' 
are due partly to the frequent changes 
from day to night duty, with conse- 
quent irregularities of meals and sleep, 
partly to the changes of work whereby 
the same clerk may be standing all day 
for another, with diverse occupations, 
each 
needing 
special 
knowledge. 


Hence, in the opinion of some medical 
men, mechanical routine is less wear- 
ing than frequent change.

few ways of serving 
them us food rather 
than a confection is 
worthy attention. 


Date Puffs—Make a 


cream-puff 
mixture 


and fill the puffs with 
finely chopped dates 
and sweetened whip- 
ped cream, beaten to- 


gether until the mixture becomes thick 
and light. 


Date Custard Pie.—Add one and one- 


half cupfuls of dates which have been 
washed in hot water, stoned and press- 
ed through a coarse sieve to a custard 
pie filling and bake with one crust 
This makes a large pit'. 


Date Whip.—Cook one cupful of 


chopped stoned dates in boiling wa- 
ter until smooth; press through a 
sieve. Beat the whites of three eggs 
until stiff; add one-third of a cupful 
of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt 
and 
-i tablespoonful of lemon juice. 


Fold in the date pulp, pile.lightly in 
a buttered baking dish and bake in a 
slow oven 30 minutes. Serve with a 
custard or with whipped cream. 


Date and Apple Pie.—Line a pie 


plate with rich pastry and rill with a 
mixture of chopped dates and apples, 
sprinkled with cinnamon and sugar; 
cover with a crust and bake in a mod- 
erate oven an hour. Serve hot or cold 
with whipped 
cream. 


Date Sandwich.—This is especially 


good for the children's lunch. 
Spread 


buttered bread with a layer of cottace 
cheese, which 
has been 
moistened 


with cream; over this a layer of 
chopped dates. Cover with a slice of 
buttered bread. 


Jewel Biscuit.—Make a good rich 


jlscuit dough. Roll out rather thin 
and cut with a small b'.scvnt cutter. 
Dot with bits of butter and lay a tea- 
spoonful of chopped dates on each and 
lap over as one would Parkerhouse 
rolls. Bake in a quick oven. 


Add chopped dates with nuts to it 


boiled frosting for a cake filling. Add 
a tablespoonful of cream to {he frost- 
Ing used between the layers as that 
should be softer.

HARVESTiNG SOY BEAf'J CROP BY filACHiNERY 
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View Showing the Thrashing of Soy Beans and Baling the Straw in North 


Carolina Field. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


AVith the widely lucrensecl popular- 
ity of the soy bean the harvest of the 
crop has ixaiiietl markedly }n impor- 
tance in practically eveo' section of 
the cnimtry. 
According to specialists 
the fact that practical and satisfactory 
bean harvesters are now on the mar- 
ket at compnratively reosonable prices 
and are eilicient for harvesting tho 
crap either when gi*own xuider level 
or ridged-row methods of cultivation, 
greatly Increases the value of this 
crop not only as a forage for live 
stock, but also for human food pur- 
poseii. 


The most common type of special 
bqnn harvester is a two-wheeled, box- 
like machine which is drawn by two 
horses. 
As the machine passes over 
the row of plants four sets of rapidly 
revolving arms shatter the beans from 
the pods into the body of the har- 
vester, 
While 
the 
machine 
moves 
along the row the seed Is gradually 
raked to the rear of the box by one of 
the operators. 
Under favorable condi- 
tions two men with a team can har- 
vest—and 
harvesting means 
cutting 
nnd thrasliing tJie crop in one opera- 
tion—one acre of beans in two hours 
by this method where the yield is 
about 20 bushels to the acre. Although 
there is some loss of beans it is more 
ihan compensated by the saving of 
time and labor as compared with hai*- 
vesting in other ways. 


If the plants are not too coarse the 
self-binder can also be used to good 
advantage In the harvest of the taller 
growing varieties of beans. This meth- 
(»d is gaining favor rapidly in many 
sections, as the average grower owns 
a grain binder, while, as a rule, unless 
he intends to produce soy beans as a 
regular rotation crop it will not pay 
him individually to purchase a special 
bean harvester. 
But where several 
farmers In the neighborhood can co- 
operatively buy this equipment such 
procedure is commendable. 
For the 
best re.sults. where the gi'ain binder 
isoipod, the plants should be cut while 
some of the leaves are still retained 
as then the han-estlng is easier and 
no loss results from shattering. 
Mowing Machine Used. 


The mowing machine is also used to 
a considerable extent in saving the 
soy-bean crop. 
Generally where this 
implement Is used It Is advisable to 
have a side-delivery attachment, In 
order that the horses will not trample 
on the swath of cut beans, 
nowever.

Formula Suggested by D. A. Gilchrist 
of Biological Survey as Protec- 
tion for Trees, 


Reaper Used In Cutting Soy 
Beans. 


whore such an appliance is not avail- 
able, a man can follow *the machine 
with a pitchfork and remove the plants 
at every round out of the way oi tlie 
team, for If trampled upon many of 
the seeds will 
be 
shelled out and 
wasted. The shelf-rake reaper, which 
really is a mowing jn&chine provided 
with a bunching attachment, gives sat- 
isfactory results, as It harvests the 
crop without exposing It to Injury. 


When cut with a mowing machine or 


with a self-rake reaper, the beans may 
be raked In small piles or placed in 
ymall ^ocks. 
These piles or shocks 
sboujd be left for four or five days 
In good drying weather or until the 
grain is found to be fairly dry in the 
pods. 
Wet weather does not injure 
tho crop seriously, provided the plants 
are not Allowed to rest on the ground 
for any length of time. 


Where a binder is used the bound 
bundles should be shocked eight or ten 
to a shock and allowed to remain until 
thoroughly diy. Hay caps are not nec- 
essary when the piles or bundles are 
shocked properly. 
Tliey may remain 
!n the field until thrashing time or If 
thoroughly dry they may be housed 
and thrashed later. The cured plant-s 
are ordinarily gathered from the field 
by hand, bufthe web loader commonly 
used foi 
ving will do the work mòre 
rapidly and with less loss of Si3eU than 
tlie hand methods. 


Should Adjust 
Separator. 


The ordinal^ grain separator can be 
adjugt«<l to thrash e.ny beans success- 


The following formula Is suggested 
by D. A. Gilchrist, United States bio- 
logical survey as an effective tree 
wash for protection against rabbits, 
enemies of young fruit trees: 


Dissolve 6ne ounce of strychnine sul- 
phate in three quarts of boiling water 
and 
add 
one-half 
pint 
of 
laundry 
¿tarch, previously 
dissolved in 
one 
pint of cold water. 
Boll this mixture 
until it becomes a clear paste. 
Add 
oh^ ounce of glycerine and stir tlior- 
oughly. 
When sufficiently cool, apply 
to trunks of trees, with a paint brush. 
Rabbits that gnaw the bark will be 
killed before the tree is injured. 


Note: 
It is probable that one-half 
pint of molasses may be substituted 
for one ounce of glycerine. 


ELEVATED SITE FOR ORCHARD 


Drainage Ditches Should Be Provided 
Between Rows to Carry Off 
Excess Moisture. 


Select a well-elevated plot of ground 
on which to plant fruit trees. 
If the 
water table is too close to the surface 
the land must be plowed in such a way 
that It will be ridged up to provide 
drainage In order to keei> the roots of 
the fruit trees from standing in the 
water. 
Drainage ditches should be 
provided 
between 
tlie rows of 
the 
trees. If the trees are planted on up- 
land clay they should be planted to 
the same depth that they stood in the 
nursery. 
If the soil Js light or sandy 
they should be planted two Indieii 
deeper. 
Be sure to buy from reliable 
nurseries. It IH a waste of labor, time 
unit jnoney to plant diseased trees oi 
varieties not suited to the locality li 
which they are to be grown. 


fully, but as equipped for small grainsf 
a large percentage of cracked beans 
will result 
Tht> chief cause of split 
beans is the high speed of the cylinder, 
whicli should be reduced at least one- 
half, although the speed of the fans 
and 
other 
parts 
of 
the '^separaff>r 
should be maintiilned. 
This m!:y be 
accomplished by doubling the sire oi 
both cylinder pulleys. 
In some cases 
a special set of thin concaves is ust^d. 
while in other instances some of the 
concaves are removed. 
Good judg- 
ment on the part of the thrasheman 
will enable him to adjust the ordinary 
separator so that the beans may be 
thrashed with little splitting. 
Some 
manufacturers have special pea and 
bean hulling attachments for grain 
separators, which are said to do satlii- 
factory work. These attachments mar 
be added to the ordinary separator at 
small cost. 


Special pea and bean separators of 
different sizes are now on the market 
These types of machines do clean hull- 
ing and split practically none of the 
beans. 
Undoubtedly 
such 
separa- 
tors are more satisfactory and eco- 
nomical where a considerable acreage 
of beans is grown. 
In sections where 
there is extensive seed production, in- 
vestment in such a machine by the 
community would be profitable. 
Soy 
beans, if thoroughly dry. can easily b6 
thrashed with a flail. In only a small 
acreage—an acre or so—this method 
is practicable and economical. 
In a 
few sections a corn shredder has been 
used to advantage, • If properly cured 
and dried, the beans shell out readily 
wiUi this machine. 


Straw Makes Good Feed. 


The straw obtained from thrashing 
the soy bean for seed is a valuable 
feed for all kinds of stock. 
In many 
sections the straw is baled at 
the 
time of thrashing and sold in the im- 
mediate locality to liverymen, dairy- 
men, and stock feeders. 


As soy-bean seed spoils easily, if 
not properly handled, care should be 
exercised in curing and storing. After 
the beans are thrashed they should 
be watched carefully to avoid heat- 
ing and molding. 
When thoroughly 
dry there is no such danger. The best 
plan, perhaps, is to spread the seeds 
out 
on 
a 
floor 
immediately 
after 
thrashing and shovel them over from 
time to time until they are thorough- 
dry. After this they may 
be safe- 
ly 
put into 
sacks 
or 
bins. 
The 
storeroom should be drj^ and have a 
free circulation of air. 
Soy-bean seed 
loses its viability rapidly, and It is 
not safe to hold seed for planting pur- 
poses more than two seasons. 
The 
seeds of the soy bean, uaiike those 
of the cowpea, are rarely attacked by 
weevils or other grain Insects.

Shortage of Hired Labor Threat- 
ens to Curtail Production 
of Food. 


MEREDITH MAKES AK APPEAL 


Increase of Wages From 15 to 25 Per 
cent Fails to Relieve Situation- 
Total Acreage Undoubtedly 
Will Bo Reduced.

threatening to curtail food production

Meredith, 
secretary of agriculture, has 
issued 
an appeal to city men, college students 
and otliors to spend their vacations 
working 
on 
farms, 
particularly 
as 
iielpers in harvest 
fields. 


Reports secured by (ho federal de- 
partment from its representatives in 
practically every state in the Union 
show that the supply of hired farm 
labor In this counti-y is only about 72 
per cent of the normal supply, com- 
pared with approximately 84 per cent 
of a normal supply a year ago. 
This 
year's shortage is almost exactly the 
same as that of two years ago when 
large numbers of men were in military 
Ber\'ice. 


May Cut Production. 


The present shortage 1ms arisen In 
spite of the fact that farm wages aro 
15 to 25 per cent higher than 
last 
year. The situation, unremedied, can- 
not fall to have unfavorable effect on 
production, according to the 
United 
States department of agriculture, and 
will tend to prevent any reduction In 
the prices of farm products. 
While 
the total acreage undoubtedly will be 
reduced as a result of the present situ- 
ation, it will not be in as large propor- 
tion as the reduction in the labor sui)- 
ply. because the farmers with 
their 
families are exerting 
themselves 
to 
the utmost to overcome their handicap. 
Cultivation this year will be less in- 
tensive than formerly. 
More land will 
be put into grass and such other crops 
as require a minimum of labor, it is 
said, and the tilled fields will bo less 
intensively cultivated.

Fluid That Feeds the Brain. 


In 
mch 
hemisphere of 
the 
brain 
there is a large ventricle or chamber 
connectijig wiili an elaborato system 
of channels filled with a 
fluid 
pro- 
duce'l apparently by one of the glands 
and 
delivered 
to the bruin 
throuiih 
the spine. 
This fluid passes slowly to 


the surface of the brain, there to be 
absorbed by the brain tissue, and it 
might be described as the fluid cn 
which the brain feeds. 


An excess of this fluid is known as 
hydrocephalus, or water on the brain. 
Doctor Dandy has discovered that It 
frequently 
follows 
a 
tuiiKtr 
which 
blocks the passage of the 
fluid. 
Na- 
ture provides but one method of dis- 
posing of It, a!)Sorption. 
When that 
is prevented by a tumor, the fluid col- 
lects and presses against the brain, 
destroying It.
